'Phone Exchange 



One Fifib of Moutrèalérs 
Have Telephones . .. 

""With Montreal's population well 
over a million, there are approxl- 
jra'.ily IS.T.dOU telephones in service 
In the city," IMr. "W. G. Bell of the 
Commercial Department of the Bell 
Telephone Company told Third Year 
Commerce students at th» Plateau 
Exchange yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Bell with the assistance of Mr. Fer- 
guson, riant .Superintendent, con- 
ducted the I3uElne^s Boys on a tour 
ol iiispc'i-tii'u which revealed many 
reasons wh.v wrong numbers should 
be condoned. 

The Plateau Building on Ontario 
Street houses the exchanges de- 
^ifjiiatcd as Manjuette, J..anoaEtvr, 
Harbour, and I'luteau. Sucli a con- 
densation of equipment is - possible 
because more than Ilfty-flve per 
cent or the phones In Montreal are 
on the automatic dial system. In the 
I'lateau exchange itself, originating 
calls are handled on what is call- 
ed tho Plateau "A" Board by manu..] 
operators, but the calls are com- 
pleted by the automatic system. 

Tho students spent nearly an hour 
In the operating room', and marvelied 
at the skill of the "Hello Girls" who 
seemed to know where each plug 
vent without having to look. They 
wcr- shown how the work of three 
•utomatic exchanges was handled on 
a. board half tho size of that re- 
quired for one manual exchange. 

Tho unusual feature of the power 
room waf its comi>3ra.tiv6 quietness. 
Although an approximate amp?ruge 
of 1200 must be maintained, they use 
no more than 48 volts. Each piece of 
eqtiipment Is duplicated In case of 
accident, and batteries are kept 
•'floating'', which means that they 
automatically como into service 
when the power fails. 

One out of every five persons in 
Montreal has a phone, and Informa- 
tion must be a slightly efficient' 
system to take care of cutting old 
exchanges over to automatic, and to 
servo lho.se who want to know the 
number of the 8000 new BubscrJbers 
tho company expects this year. .

"What Canada needs is not the man 
'^who is only' wllUng to work, but .tlic 
man who has vision to sec opportuni- 
ties and executive ability to make his 
dreams como true," declared Profes- 
sor Lattimer at the lecture which he 
delivered at the Mechanics' Institute 
last night. Thls:^ address, entitled 
"Business Cycles and Unemployment 
was tho second of a series to be given 
by various members of the staff of 
the university, and sponsored by the 
Department of Extra-Mura] Relations. 

The lecturer pol n ted . jojatiKtliat there 
have been mentions of . Jnaustrlal cy- 
cles in history ever since Joseph, and 
that it has been shown, from records 
ot the past forty years, that these 
are . partially national- and . ptr|ta.lly 
international. "In Canada the national 
cycles come c\ery seven years, and 
some of these coincide with inter 
national crises. He then took up some 
of the causes which are mentioned. 

Lack of gold, ho declared, was nut 
of the question as a cause, since the 
crisis in 1907-S occurred at a time 
when there was plenty of çold, 
evidenced by the fact that food wa.s 
very cheap. ^At present, too, the sav- 
ings-bank deposits have increased 
showing not lack ot money but lack 
ot confidence.. In ànswcr to those v.'ho 
claim that the business system has 
broken down, the speaker submitted 
that It had broken down if it was 
supposed to provide plenty without 
any savings whattsoevcr for times of 
scarcity.

In explaining the nialn cause. Pro- 
fessor Lattimer explained that, when 
times axe good, prices rise and pro-

Will Occupy Chair of Bac- 
teriology at McGill 

Saturday November 22, marks tlio 
arrival In Montreal of Professor Mur- 
ray, who will 8UCCL>cd Dr. F. C. Har- 
rison to tho important position of 
Professor of Bacteriology at McGIIl 
University. Professor Murray comes 
to McGtll from the staff of the de- 
partment of Pfltholosy at Camhridg^' 
Univertlly England, where ho was 
.senior lecturer and had charge under 
Professor Dean In the teaching of 
bacteriology and laboratory work. The 
fact that ho has published research 
work of merit, adds to tho reputation 
that proceeds him as a lecturer and 
organiser. 

It Is only equitable that the position 
he Is to take up Is one of general dis- 
tinction. The Chair of Bacteriology 
In McGill is a general Chair, liist is 
to say the lectures are' open to stu- 
dents .from overy faculty of the Uni- 
versity. Professor Murray whilo he 
will be a member of the Science Di- 
vision In the Faculty ot Arts and 
Science, will have cliargc of Ijacterlo- 
logy In the Royal 'Victoria Hospital, 
as well as In Medicine, Arts and 
Science.

At tho meeting of tho Letigiio of 
Nations Club Inst night a paper on 
tho Development of Ocrmaii I'oll lea 
nCtcr tlio illsHnhillon of tho llelch'- 
stag on .Tuly l.Slh. l9;io was delivered 
by Hcinrlcli K. llcuscr. Mr. lleusor 
g.avc a review of tho dev<!lopmont of 
tho National Socialist Party and 
.stated its program discussing It In 
relation to tlio program of tho 
Briienlng government. 

Adolphe Hitler, leader of the Gor- 
man I<'a.sclst party was originally an 
Austrian. Ho JoFned tho German 
army dining tho war and thereby 
lost lil.s .\u.strlnn citizenship. Ho 
fii-st nppearod In politics in 101!) 
when he founded tho German Work- 
ers parly which subsequently be- 
came associated with Ludendorff'n 
Nationalists. A coup d'etat wns at- 
tempted in l!i:3 with a march on 
Berlin which however, was spoiled 
by the loyalty of tho social demo- 
crats to tho Itepubllc. 

Party Triumphs 
lllller Wii's tried for treason and 
was sentenced to a five year term of 
Imprisonment. After one year, how 
ever, ho was pardoned by the Ger 
man Bepublic. He then continued as 
the leade:< of his parly and in the 
election of . 1924 It obtained 32 seals 
in the Reichstag. He met only with 
partial success and In 1028 the num 
bcr of representatives was reduced

Research Marks 
World Progress 

Students Hear Mr. Lathe on 
Modern Science 



"Tho progress ot civilisation has 
gone hand in hand with the progress 
In industrial research," declared Mr. 
Lathe of the National Uesearch 
Council, at a lecture delivered yes- 
terday to mining engineering stu- 
dents, lie pointed out that there 
wcro two types of research, pure and 
Industrial^ and that they were inter- 
dependent, tho value of science to 
civilisation depending on both. 

IIo showed how Industrial research 
Is employed In making ore that ap- 
pears worthless, available for use, and 
showed the value ot this in Canadian 
industry, especially In the case of 
zinc, Reseai'di is also employed in 
furthering consumption, as In the 
case of nickel, for which many uses 
wcro found when there was a surplus 
ot this metal after tho war. 

Another typo ot research mentioned 
by tho si>caker was plant research, 
that Is, tho Improvenient of nicthod." 
of production in order to lessen the 
cost ot manufacture. A.s examples 
ho showed how, in the case ot blast 
furnaces, careful research resulted In 
tho saving of about one-sixth in fuel 
nnd a twenty-five per cent lnoren.se 
in production. 

Ho concluded his lecture with a 
discussion of the work being done by 
tho National Bescnrch Council. Al-

Expedition to Pole 
Gives Useful Data 

Magnetic And Sunspot Vari- 
ation Related to Aurora 

Lecturing yesterday afternoon in the 
Physics Building on "Physical Pro- 
blems In the Antarctic" Mr. Davies 
gave an account ot some of the dif- 
ficulties and advantages of making 
determinations of various kinds in the 
Antarctic regions. 

At the base camp, some 730 miles 
from the pole, determinations ot mag- 
netic tlcld and direction, as well as 
geological surveys and researches in 
radio, tho Aurora, and general me- 
teorological conditions, were made. 
This camp was built on a layer ot ice 
about twelve feet thick which in turn 
rested on the open sea, at that point 
1500 to 3000 feet deep. 

It was found that, in the crevasses 
and in artificially made holes, the 
temperature variation during the day 
was almost negligible. Consequently, 
the measurements of magnetic fields 
and other work which had to bo done 
at constant temperature, were all cai'- 
rled out in more or less underground 
(or rather under-lco) cavities. Very 
remarkable rolatlons %Yere found to 
hold . between sunspot activity and 
magnetlo variation. A large part of 
tho findings ot the expedition were 
shown to tha audience as graphs and 
slides.

Gill Graduates' Lectureships. 

Oxford Man Selected

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Divisiou Of Labor 

THE University of South Carolina Game- 
cock has just published a list of ratings 
ranging from 5 to 100 for the various exe- 
cutive positions existing on their campus. 
The object of the ratings is to establish a 
standard to be achieved by students before 
they become eligible for membership in an 
honorary fraternity which makes executive 
ability its chief criterion. Before he can be 
considered for membership, a student must 
score a hundred points! 

The idea of giving recognition to men 
who do over a minimum amount of exe- 
cutive work is rather sound, and may cor- 
respond roughly to our major and minor 
executive awards at McGill, which no one 
has as yet occasion to attack. However, 
what occurred to us in reading the article 
was the fact that there might also be a 
maximum set, so that when a candidate 
for membership in the honorary executive 
fraternity added up points over a certain 
number he was excluded just as definitely 
as if he had not achieved the minimum. 

This brings up a question which was 
given considerable attention at McGill three 
years ago. In fact matters got as far as a 
definite motion made at the meeting of the 
Students' Society in the Spring. It drcAV 
up a list of officers in several groups, and 
proposed a rule that no student should hold 
more than one office in the most important 
group, a few more in another group, and 
even more in a third. 

The feeling at that meeting was de- 
finitely in favour of the motion, but it was 
withdrawn to be considered along with a 
general revision of the constitution of the 
Students' Society. Since then the motion 
or its principles have never been heard of. 
Perhaps it is all for the best, for it is bet- 
ter that things which can be controlled by 
common sense should be so rather than by 
having definite rules drawn up. Still a 
^èle comment advi.sing the student body 
^6t to contfentrate all their executive re- 
sponsibility on the shoulders' of a few men 
is in order. 

In the first place it is unfair to the 
men concerned. The refusal to accept any 
ofiice is a hard thing to make, even if a 
man is short of time. Secondly, the ex- 
perience given by the holding of an exe- 
cutive position should be spread fairly 
evenly among all the undergraduates at 
the University. Third, work is apt to be 
more efficiently carried on if it is done by 
^nen who can devote most of their time to 
ite' And lastly, the concentration of iip- 
portant offices under a few heads tends 
aivay frorijj^ ^ ^inciple of centralised de- 
centralisation!^^ 



money affairs and whenever he spends in 
large sums though it may not often be, the 
casual observer concludes that the college 
student must have a very large purse. 

Undergraduates make a little money go 
a long way and appear to be a lot. But this 
does not preclude the fact that generosity 
is unknown. The result of the recent Fed- 
orated Charities Campaign forms a typical 
example of the attitude of college students 
towards voluntary giving. McGill surpassed 
its objective and now students arc planning 
for other activities which loom on tjiie hori- 
zon from time to time. The wealthy pauper 
plods along.

IDLE jrossip circulating outside the Uni- 
versity gates calls him Avealthy, but in 
reality the avei'age college student has an 
iflppme much below that which he would 
like to have in order to participate in all 
the activities which catch his fancy. Per- 
haps, it is just as well if it is thus; but 
there must be some ground for the con- 
tention that he has means at his disposal, 
i When Monti-eal has a tag day, and 
they are by no means infrequent, or a char- 
ity drive of some sort or other, McGill stu- 
dents are. among the first to be asked to 
share in the contributions. Taggers are 
, p}a,ce(X at the very gates of the Campus to 
p^mind all who enter therein that they are 
expected to take part. The popular opinion 
js, no doubt, that if students can afford to 
attend social functions staged in hotels, or 
drive 360 miles to see a football game, and 
^^. sjpend other week-ends out of town, their 
fjnlancial resources must be manifold and 
to ,a certain .extent unlimited. 

The truth about j;he matter is. The 
average student Avorks fairly hard during 
the summer months and manages to amass 
a sum which, in many cases, has to last 
him throughout the session.

There c:cist, mlrabilc dictu, some college stu- 
dents, who think, that a course in contemporary 
literature should bo Included In tho Arts curricu- 
lum of every self-respecting university. They are 
always being told, however, that, as it has never 
been done before, the traditional silenco about 
living writers should bo niaint.-ilned In academic 
halls. Their bones liavo not turned to a.shes yet. 
somo of them are actuiUly alivo. Then how can 
you expect to evaluate their standing and Judge 
their worth for literature as a whole when John 
Galswortiiy «or Theordore Dreiser are still known, 
In the respectable review, as Mr. CiUsworthy and 
Mr. Dreiser, Besides you can't place them in re- 
lation to their time if you yourself live In it. 

All these contentions are, to borrow a phrase 
from Mr. G. J. Nathan — "absolute pime." Tho fact 
Is that those Interested In llteraluro as a living 
thing — not tho amateur archaeologists whoso murky 
r.xces light up only when tlioy have found thtit one 
of their predecessors in the art of obfuscatlon had 
erred as to tho exact number of tha , possessive 
genitives in tho Anatomy of Slelancholy — are eager 
and willing to discuss the works of contemporary 
authors and learn what the professors arc thinking 
about them. For after all, professors are not <al-. 
ways steeped in the proverbial dust of the past. 
They, too, strange as It may seem, read, enjoy and 
have definite opinions about modern literature. Do 
we then, have to come to the painful conclusion 
that tiiey are reluctant to render a judgment until 
they have digested all the frltlcal material which 
appears after the death ot an eminent writer. 

Tho contention that wo cannot judge a spe- 
cific book until we have put it alongside the auth- 
or's complete literary output is another instance of 
critical juggling. A novel or plem Js good or bad, 
judged merely by It's Intrinsic value. It will not 
Ijo improved one iota even If tlie author Avrites 
twenty masler-pleccs after It, and its worth is not 
Impaired, though all his later work be beneath 
critical attention. The same applies to the mistaken 
idea that a writer's mei-lt' depends on tlie general 
literary level prevalent In Ills age. 13u(, D Is not 
a good writer simply because A 13 and O are worse. 
He is merely better than worse. '. 

Considering all these so obvious reasons It Is 
dirricuit to explain tlie reluctance fell by the 
authorities towards the estabiisliment of a course 
In contemporary literature.

Tho samo 
thing applies to any part of the 
world. 

"rOlectric ponpr is Can: •-'s great- 
est .as.-îct, do not lot us allow anyone 
to blutf us Into not developing it." 
Tho proof of this lies In many exam- 
ples of which several were given. In 
the electric siiicltinf,- ot zijic, hitherto 
wasted suliiliur funics are now cauaht 
Sulphuric acid, and then fertilizer are 
nmongst tile valuable by-products de- 
rived from utilising this waste. Th3 
speaker concluded by expressing tlie 
belief that with her resourscs Canada 
could and would compete successfully 
in world markets.

fits increase. Consequently new capi- 
tal is attracted into IndusUx and old 
capital is extended. Tills causes 
ovcr-i.-aiiituH!:atioii, v. hi' li caUHc tlic 
troubles experienced during criscK 
Overproduction, as a cause, declai-ed 
the speaker. Is absolutely without 
foundation. If the cause lies at all 
ill pioiJiictianj, it licK in unbalanced 
jjroduction, not in overproduction. 

JX'presslons, continued tho speaker, 
are not unmixed curses, since they 
enable the buyer to secure many bar- 
gains, and also cliniiiiato speculative 
ideas and lilgli-co.st production. Some 
of the most eff liaient methods of pro- 
duction have been developed during 
times of crisis. 

There aro lliree lyi>es of unemploy- 
ed. The pennancnt unemployed, the 
seasonal and the unemployable. The 
seaiional unemployment is caused 
by tho climate, since farm labor de- 
creases during tho winter. As a re- 
medy, the speaker suggested llic 
manufaetui;^ of farming and utlicr 
machinery, which can absorb the tin- 
employed in the wInteK For pcr- 
nianc-jit unemployed and llie unem- 
ployable, he suggested, first, a syslem 
of unemployment insurance and ttlter- 
nating shifts to "Iron out" Ihf cy- 
cles, and, what are much moi'e im- 
l>oriaiit since they are permanent ro- 
mudic:!, tlie advancement of research 
and invention to jncrcuso the ability 
of industry to satisfy wants. Furtlicr, 
ho advocated shorter hours and better 
employment of leisure. This latter 
the speaker stressed as he claimci] 
that it was absurd to complain about 
the uncinploymenl situation wlicn 
o\'er S.UOO .children of from 10 to 14 
years of aSQ were gainfully employed.
